SHUMAN WRITES 
WIFE HIS‘ SHAME 
KEEPS HIM AWAY 


Can’t Face Daughters, 
Letter Admits. 


Some hint of the causes that keep 
Maj. W. Irving Shuman in Europe, 
away from his wife and children, came 
to light yesterday in a ietter written 
by the major himself, now attached t> 
the armies of Poland. There was in 
the letter a tone of tragedy and a 
broken life. 

Maj. Shuman formerly was United 
States ‘Subtreasurer in Chicago, ap- 
pointed by President Wilson. - He re- 
tired two or three years ago, was for 
a time connected with the Pugh Stores 
company, and then went into the war. 
Meanwhile Mrs. Shuman, with their 
two little girls, remained at home, 4521 
North Whipple avenue. Letters were 
infrequent. The major’s failure to re- 
turn from Evrope-after his period of 
service expired brought an estrange- 
ment and on Friday Mrs. Shuman 
filed a bill for separate maintenance. 
She said she had not the slightest idea 
why he remained away. _ 

His Letter Tells Why. 

Yesterday the following letter was 
revealed. It throws light on the major's 
reason for remaining away. The let- 
ter, written somewhere in Poland, wea 
dated Dec. 31, 1919, and was thus ad- 
dressed: 

“ DEAR PEARL AND GIRLS: 

_“ Only one letter from each of you 
this month is surely in keeping with 
my record for not writing, or poséibly 
the mails are to blame.

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VERDICT 
AROUSES HOYNE 


Declares It Looses 
Gunmen on City. 


Eugene Geary, gangster and gun- 
man, accused of the murder of Leon- 
ard Tripple, a Yellow Cab chauffeur, 
was found not guilty yesterday after- 
noon by a jury in Judge Hugo Pam's 
Criminal court. John Ganey, another 
gunman, was found not guilty of the 
same charge. 

The jury deliberated for less than 
two hours. 

Immediately upon hearing the ver- 
dict read, Geary rushed to the bar and 
reached out his hand to Judge Pam. 

Thanks Judge and Jury. 

“ Judge, I thank you from the bot- 
torn of my heart,” he said. 

Judge Pam hesitated a moment, then 
took Geary’s hand. Then the acquit- 
ted man hurried to the jury box. 

“Thank you—thank you from the 
bottom of my heart,” he said, and 
rushed from the room. A moment lat- 


er he returned and shook the jurymen's 


hands again. 

“God bless you all,” he said fer- 
vently. 

A moment later he posed for pho- 
tographers. 

“They thovght they had me 
‘framed,’” he said. “They thought 
they could beat me. Some newspapers 
and the Yellow Cab company were 
after me, after me hard, but, thanks 
to Tommy Nash, my lawyer, they 
couldn't put it over.” 

Hoyne Assails Verdict.: 

Then he turned to receive the con- 
gratulations of a hundred cronies who 
had filled the courtroom. Despite the 
warning from Judge Pam before the 
verdict was read, the good wishes came 
in a storm. 

“That verdict is a rank miscarriage 
of justice,” said State’s Attorney 
Hoyne. “It will only encourage other 
gangsters and gunmen to bring out 
their guns and shoot whenever they 
please. I am well pleased with the 
efforts of Assistant State’s Attorneys 
James C. O’Brien and John Prystalski, 
who handled the prosecution. 

“ Despite this verdict, I will continue 
to fight the gunmen and the gangs. 

“IT had hoped, however, that we 
would be able to hang Geary as an ob- 


gect lesson to others of his stripe.” 


Threat Tale Tips Scales. 

One of the jurors asserted, after he 
had been discharged, that Geary’s de- 
fense had shown Tripple had been 
“out to get Geary” and that this bit 
of testimony swung the jury around 
to a not guilty verdict. 

“They were both gunmen,” We said. 
“ Both intended to kill. I believe there 
was too much malice in the case. We 
couldn’t do anything but turn Geary 
loose.” 

It was said only four ballots were 
taken before a verdict was reached. 
The case was given to the jury at 1:16 
o’clock p. m./and two hours later the 
foreman rapped on the jury room door 
for a bailiff. Judge Pam returned at 
6:30 and reopened court to hear the 
reading of the verdict. 

State’s Final Plea. 

In his final statement to the jury, 
Assistant State’s Attorney O’Brien 
asked that Geary be given the extreme 
penalty. He chara¢terized the man’s 
defense as “crooked” and asked the 
jurors to “send a message to gangland 
that would throw the fear of the law 
into the gangsters.” 

“Bring in a verdict of guilty—tell 
us we should hang this man,” he eaid. 
“Let that one word—hanged—travel 
into the bad lands of the south side, 
He is guilty, if ever a man was. Let 
his pals know that we're going to hang 
all murderers. Ttfen we'll have fewer 
murders.” 

Get Writ for Woman. 

- Immediately after the jury was given 
the case, Attorney Thomas D. Nash, 
representing the defense, presented a 
writ of habéas corpus in behalf of Miss 
Ruth Kirk. She was one of the de- 
fense’m principal witnesses, testifying 
that it was in an argument over her 
gloves that the feud between Geary 
end Tripple started. 

After the writ had been issued the 
whereabouts of Miss Kirk could not be 
ascertained. The state's attorney's of- 
fice said it had not arrested her and 
the police said they had not. The hear- 
ing on the writ was continued until 
Monday. 

Tripple was shot and killed while in 
the Cadillac café at 2134 South Wabash 
avenue early on the morning of Nov.

Casten was not listed 
among its policyholders. 

“We supply authoritative creden- 
tials or identification cards to reputable 
persons,” said Mr. Overman. “That 
has been our business for years. How- 
ever, We have no agents and besides 
myself and Mr. White no one has au- 


telegrams. 

“It is possible some, perhaps an en- 
emy of Casten’s, might have one of our 
cards and remembered the name to 
sign it to the telegram. But whoever 
did so, of course, was not authorized, 
The telegram is a fraud.” 

Door Key Clew. )

ten lived at 6565 West North avenue.

Although he has a half dozen sults, 
he took only the one he wore. He had 
about $300 in addition to his ticket.

It was a unique courtship—that of 
Casten and Miss Nielsen. She is of 
frail physique and during the two eve- 
nings that a reporter visited the home 
at 4526 West Palmer street she seldom 
left a large rocking chair. She has 
a wealth of golden hair, which, with 
her large blue eyés and fair complex- 
ion, lends to her face an ethereal ex- 
pression. She is well read. 

With her father and mother she be- 
lieves Casten has been kidnaped and 
is being held for ransom.

No Stopping the Bolsheviki. 

It is therefore doubtful if the armed 
force necessary to defeat the bolsheviki 
army, should it attack, is in existence.

They also fear ultimate Germain com- 
mercial, financial, and political control 
of Russia, resulting in an enlarged and 
strengthened Germany whom they 
could not resist. . 

For these reasons they are opposed 
to treating with the bolsheviki and 


would purchase Gérman help against 
the. beisheviki Menace by the revision 
of the terms of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles. These terms are designed to so 
weaken Germany and to keep her so 
weakened that she never can again be 
a menace te France. 

In Great Britain at the present time 
there are apparently three schools of 
thought. The first of these agrees with 

the French point of view. It advoeates 
‘aging the problem squarely and fairly 
by’ making sufficient military prepara- 
tions to meet any attempt at invasion 
by the bolsheviki with aye: force 
to defeat them. 


Must Fight for Empire. 


Today the Labor party by its bitter 
oppositions to a military policy based 
on, facts prevents the steps being taken 
which the defense of the ae em- 
piré demands. 

It is pointed out that ff the Beitish 
overseas empire is to be maintained it 
will have to be fought for in the future 
and probably in the near future, as in 
the past.

Carpentier’s War Record 


Heroic Flights 


{Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.] , 
[By Special Cable.) 

PARIS, March 6.—~In view of the 
feeling in America that Jack Dempsey, 
world’s champion, did not do his bit 
during war time, the record of Georges 
Carpentier, the man who expects to 
battle for the biggest honors in pugil- 
ism, is highly interesting. The French- 
man put in a bit better than two years 
at the front, according to his record as 
given by Victor se editor Echo 
des Sports. 

Carpentier was in giving 
a six weeks’ demonstration when the 
war broke out. He immediately gave 
up his contract and came to Paris. He 
enlisted at St. Cyr, Aug. 3, 1914. His 
class was not called until four months 
later. 

Carpentier spent four months as 
chauffeur of staff cars. On Dec. 1, 
1914, he was transferred.on his own 
demand to the aviation service and was 
sent to the Avord camp for instruction 
as a pilot. He passed the examination 
tests in February, 1915, and went im- 


gan piloting observation planes. He 

remained at the front, except for the 

usual furloughs, until December, 1916.

10-acre almond orchard of 700 trees in the Paso Robles district with 


_almonds.selling at 25 cents per pound. 


Naturally your first question is, “Will almond trees actually produce 
an average of 20 pounds each per year, or 14,000 pounds for 700 trees?”

DIETS OF VEGETABLES. 
Greek vegetarians abstained 
from meat for philosophical] rea- 
| sons. The men of the monastic 
orders of the Roman Catholic 
church abstained from eating meat 
for religious reasons. They could find 
euch reasons in the scriptures had they 
not relied on the rules established by 
the church fathers. There are groups 
of these men in different parts of 
the world today who have never tasted 


prodigies of health. 

Modern unscientific vegetarianism 
has had as its base sentiment and 
sort of mongrel philosophy—-part 
common sense and part superstition. 
The modern scientific vegetarian is 
seeking the most hygienic diet, one 
that will reduce the numbers of the 
swarming bacteria of the digestive 
tract, and so give the body less to do 
in fighting for health and endurance.

If now we add butter for our bread 
and eggs and butter to our cereals, so 
that we may have cake, we have 
enough foods, if wé know how to dis- 
pose them, to exist economically on for 
forty days or forty years. 

‘Food from an Acre. 

From an economic standpoint it was 
thought long ago that men must be- 
come vegetarian, because an acre of 
land which would furnish only enough 
food for the growing of flesh for one 
man would furnish enough grain to 
support ten. These figures must be 
multiplied today, as the growing of 
food has become more scientific. 

There are many economic phases to 
a vegetarian diet, or a near vegetarian 

‘diet. When a man or family looks 
around today and sees the weuith of 
‘food supplies which cannot be afforded 
there may seem to be subject for dis- 
content. But begin with the idea that 
bread and milk is good, and almost 
sufficient. Next think about the vece- 
tables and fruits-that can be easily 
afforded, along with cereals. Next 
think ef- having cake, ahich means 
eggs and sugar. Even at this point 
a family can count itself lucky and

nate if we can think of nourishment by 
beginning.at the bottom of the scale 
instead of the top. It seems like preach- 
ing to say it, yet we are. barely sug- 
gesting a preachment in doing so. 


Corn Bread Shortcake.

A single stray strand of wire may 
produce a ground which will stall the 
engine.

Ts subject of fuel feed is about, 


as the so-called vacuum fuel feed. 


The rise of this method of feeding 
fuel to the gasoline engine has been 


rapid. Five years ago there was no 
such thing as a vacuum fuel feed, at 
least in ordinary use. At that time 


there were three commonly used meth- 


ods of feeding the fuel. The most gen- 


erally used of these was the ordinary 
gravity feed, which is still popular. 
The second type was a pressure sys- 


tem, and the third was a combination 
of pressure and gravity. 

The gravity feed system, which Is 
still popular, in spite of the rising tide 
of vacuum systems, has a number of 
very real advantdges, first of which is 
its obvious simplicity. In the gravity 
system the tank that holds the fuel is 


j usually placed under the front seat or 


in the cowl, and the pipes carrying the 
fuel to the carburetor lead directly 
down from the tank. The principle gov- 
erning the flow of fuel is simple grav- 
ity, the ultimate in simplicity, so to 
say. 


Against the gravity system must be 
recorded certain definite disadvantages. 
When the tank is under the front seat. 
it is necessary to rout out all or rather 
both the occupants, each time fhe re- 
ceptacle is filled. When the tank is in 
the cowl, there is always a certain 
amount of noise, when the liquid does 
not completely fill the tank. . 
From the standpoint of the engineer 
the gravity system has the disadvan- 
tage that it is necessary to make the 
lines of the car such that there will be 
enough of a drop between fuel tank. 
and carburetor to insure continual 
flow. The car which depends on grav- 
ity to feed its fuel is very likely to get 
in such a position, on a steep hill, for 
instance, that fuel will not flow and 
the engine is stalled: In brief, gravity

As we have noted, pressure feed Is 
positive—as long as the system is func- 
tioning properly.

Cured by Testing 


Oil Before Using 


Man Who Cares for His 
Car Shown How to 
Become Expert. 


OT many years ago it was neces- 
sary for writers on motoring 
subjects to hammer home to the 
average car owner the vital 
need of giving his car proper lubrica- 
tion. It is doubtful whether this is

However, we have not yet reached 
the lubrication millennium, when every 
car is properly oiled and greased all 
the time. If we had we should be 


that would run indefinitely. Thereare 
still abuses to be corrected, and there 
are niceties in the use of oil and 


grease which the car owner needs to 


know. 

In the present article it is the pur- 
pose of the writer to show the man 
who cares for his car how he may 
graduate from the ordinary lubrication 
class into the expert division, knowing 
not only what type of lubricant is best 
for his car, but also whether the lubri- 
cant that he is using is of approved 
quality, which latter is just as impor- 
tant as the proper application of the 
oils and greases. . 

Some years ago the writer wa a 
small four cylinder car, upon which he 
used a medium oil, as recommended 


by the maker of the vehicle. The lubri- | 


cation operations were conscientiously 
éarried out, but continual carbon for- 
mation was the most noticeable result. 
The oil in question was a branded 
variety, not the best known, but sup- 
posedly good, and it was only after 
tests had been carried out that it was 
found that the oil was really very 
poor, whether. due to adulteration or. 
not cannot be said. 

The following tests will prove use- 
ful for the car owner who desires to 
test the oil he is using. The fifst is 
tie flash test, which is applied as fol- 
lows: 

Suspend a thermometer in a small 
jar of the oil, being careful that the 


Heat 
the oil and test the vapors that rise 
from the fluid by holding the flame of 
a match near the surface of the oil 
and then pulling.it quickly away. Note 
the lowest point at which the vapors 
catch fire without setting fire to the 
oil itself. A really effective oil will 
not catch fire below 400 degrees Fah- 
renheit. The flash test indicates the 
staying power of the oil. 

The second test that may be used 
is known as the fire test, which is as 
follows: 

Continue heating the oil after the 
flash test is made and note the degree 


reddish white or brownish white 


mass containing drops of the oil. Think 
-what such an oi! will do with the water 
that leaks down into the crankcase, 
due to condensation in the combustion 
chamber. 

The next test that may be made is 
one for viscosity. It is rather hard to 
carry out without extensive equip 
ment, but a small quantity of the oil 
can be treated and will give a fair idea 
of the viscosity of the whole. The test 
is carried out as follows: 

Heat a small glass tube and draw 
yne end out until the opening is about 
one-sixteenth of an inch in diameter. 
The hole must be small enough so that 
when the oil is permitted to drop out 
the drops may be counted. Next fit a 
cork into a tube about an inch in diam- 
eter and six inches long. Bore a hole 
in the cork s so that the open end of the

small tube will fit snugly in it. Fill 
the large tube with the oil to be tested 
and hold it in.a vertical position with 
the drawn out end of the small] tube 
extending down. Count the number 
of drops that fall from the small end 
in. a minute. By repeating this 
process with samples of different oils 
the relative viscosity will be deter- 
mined, since the most viscous will drop 
more slowly than the thinner oils. 


Still another interesting test may be 
made, known technically as the cold 
test, as follows: 

This is simply cooling the ofl in 
which a thermometer is placed to de- 
termine the lowest temperature at 
which the oil will pour. This latter 
test is useful in testing ofl for winter 
use, though it has no bearing on the 
lubricating properties of the oil under
